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1 . This is responsive to the request for continued examination filed 
December 13, 2006. 

2. According to MPEP § 818.01(a), '[t]he claims originally presented and acted 
upon by the Office on their merits determine the invention elected by an applicant in the 
application, and in any request for continued examination (RCE) which has been filed in 
the application. Subsequently presented claims to an invention other than that acted 
upon should be treated as provided in MPEP § 821.03." 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 6 and 9-12 presented in the amendment filed December 13, 2006 
are directed to a different invention from that originally presented and acted upon due to 
the additional limitations to an oxetane compound and an initiator equivalent to original 
claims 5, 7 and 8 filed February 9, 2004. The subject matter denoting a blend of an 
epoxy compound, an oxetane compound and a cationic photopolymerization initiator 
was the non-elected invention of Group II in the non-Final rejection mailed 

April 27, 2006. Accordingly, claims 1, 4, 6 and 9-12 are withdrawn as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention, leaving no claims directed to the elected invention of a 
composition comprising an epoxy compound having at least one oxirane ring 
substituted at positions a and p to the oxirane ring. 

Any further prosecution of claims 1 , 4, 6 and 9-12 should be pursued in a 
divisional application. 
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The amendment filed December 1 3, 2006 does not contain claims directed to the 
elected invention of a composition comprising an epoxy compound having at least one 
oxirane ring substituted at positions a and B to the oxirane ring (37 CFR 1.111). 
Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS is given from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
